HEKATON BICYCLE TOUR 


Annually for the past fifteen years the Valley Spokesmen cycling club 
has sponsored a major test of cyclists abilities in this Sport.For many 
years the Livermore Radio Club handled communications for them.Many of 
us have assisted in this.This year only one week from the tour on 3] 
August the officials approached K6TI with a request for help since the 
usual personnel was not available.The Labor Day week-end made it very 
difficult to come up with sufficient operators but the decision to go 
ahead was made. On Sunday 31 August 1986 a total of 12 ham Operators 
took part.Ten full time and two part of the day. The operators’ were 
KAOIVF,NOLGB, WD6DHW, KBOUU, WD6G , KT6X,WAGDQN, N6OGWL,N6GQ, WOLKE, W6CPO, K6TI. 
To all a heartfelt "THANK YOU". 
We were very short handed but the operators came through with vital 
communication as usual and the "Valley Spokesmen"were most grateful for 
the help. With 1500 riders and four courses,ranging from 25 miles to 
extremely hilly and difficult 100 miles communication was an absolute 
necessity. There were three medical emergencies,which is a small number 
considering 1500 particpants,but our presence for these three alone 
made the effort worthwhile. Most of the communication problems’ were 
anticipated by the very nature of the topographical areas 
involved.Since net-control was to be at Frederickson _ school in 
Dublin,it was reasonable to assume that the repeater on 147.735mhz 
would be of little use. W6CX on 147.06mhz was planned to be the major 
link. On 31 August at 0600 hours W6CX was silent and did not respond to 
the usual commands to bring it up.KA6IVF Operating as net control 
shifted all stations to simplex 145.68. This worked fine for about 60 
percent of the net. All the rest went to 220mhz where the W6CX repeater 
was loud and clear. In the morning Jim had his hands full trying to run 
nets on different bands and from completely diverse geographic areas, 
He did a superb job and as soon as the check point at E.Castro Valley 
Blvd. was cleared by all riders on that loop N6LGB took over the 220 
net and things were not so hectic. 
Conclusions drawn from this experience appear to be: 

1,.There just were not enough operators.This was understood 
beforehand but no more responded. However,the job got done and vital 
communications were successfully completed. 

2.The loss of W6CX on 2 meters hurt severely but it did not prevent 
the mail from going through. 

3.In a true emergency nothing could be counted upon to be normal. so 
this was good exercise of engenuity,being prepared as possble for. the 
unknown and fine cooperation between all who took part. 
Much more could be said and incidents related but this is always 
true.Next year come out and find out for yourself. A special thanks 
must be said to Russ N6GWL who came all the way from Alameda Island to 
assist and who did a great job at Tice Valley when N6GQ had equipment 
difficulties. The ham who recruited him was KB6NXQ Richard who is a 
novice of only about two weeks and although he could not  operate,he 
Supplied the car and much leg work for K6TI.He was there at 0630 hours 
and stayed until all was secured.He helped in every way he could.That 
is the spirit of a ham. 


We now have been put on notice that the "Valley Spokesmen" would like 
uS to handle communications next year for this event and we will be 
included in their planning sessions so we may be well prepared for what 
might happen. |
